I TOP DAIRY MAN: Neil Baker, Dairy Farmer of the Year 2010 


A FOURTH genera¬ 
tion farmer from 
Haselbury Pluck- 
nett near Crewkerne has 
won Dairy Farmer of the 
Year at the Farmer’s 
Weekly Awards held at 
The Grosvenor House 
Hotel in London. 

Neil Baker, 38, of 
Rushywood Farm, Hasel¬ 
bury Plucknett, was 
judged as a finalist for the 
Dairy Farmer of the Year 
for his 1,000 cow herd, 
having impressed the 
judges with his high stan¬ 
dards of health and animal 
welfare. 

He has doubled his pro¬ 
duction in the last five 
years and having just had 
extra sheds built by local 
firm P H Hardwill Limited 
and renting more space at 
Hinton Park Farm, he now 
has room for 1,200 ani¬ 
mals. 

The sheds are very open 
and airy and the cows 
sleep on sand which is 
comfortable and easy to 
clean up. 

A third of the milk is 
processed on-farm into 
270 tonnes of vintage 
cheese per year, which is 
sold in Tesco, Marks & 
Spencer and Waitrose, 
under their own labels. 

Mr Baker is keen that 
pressure be put on the su¬ 
permarkets to state where 
their products come from,

so people know when their 
milk, cheese and meat is 
local. “It’s their branding 
and our taste that sells the 
product,” he said. 

Mr Baker was very 
pleased to have been 
recognised for his work 
and said he thought the 
judges preferred farmers 
who did a bit more with 
their milk. 

Mr Baker’s father bought 
the farm in 1966 with a 
cheese plant already in¬ 
cluded. Rushywood covers 
1,500 acres, half in Hasel¬ 
bury and half in Yeovil. 

Mr Baker said he was 
pleased to see British pro¬ 
duction being celebrated 
when an average of ten 
producers a week have 
gone out of business over 
the last 40 years. 


He said: “So little dairy 
is produced here now, 
every year consumption 
rises and production goes 
down. People think that 
big dairies like this put the 
little guys out of business, 
but there is room for a 
hundred like this and small 
businesses as well. 

“It is a lot of stress and a 
lot of investment but if 
you do it right it can be 
very rewarding both in 
terms of satisfaction and 
financially.” 

Commenting on the 
weather this season, Mr 
Baker said he had so much 
grass this autumn, he was 
still cutting much needed 
silage after a poor spring. 
He couldn’t remember 
ever having cut grass in 
October before.

1993. 

Not wanting to leave his cooking skills dormant, he has been holding 
themed tasting evenings with the help of Mike's fish and veg shop and 
Bonners the butchers, the most recent being a taste of Chile which was 
so popular they had to hold a second one in the Minster Rooms. 


• WHAT do you like about llmin¬ 
ster? 

My wife, she is from llminster. There 
is something special about the 
town. 

When I was looking for a place to set 
up shop, I drove around for hours 
and still came back to llminster. In 
the time I have been here, the shops 
have not really changed, some have 
changed ownership but they have 
not changed in essence. 

• WHAT is your favourite wine? 

My true passion is for sweet white 
wine from Europe, no chemicals, 
just made from pure grape juice. 

A lot of people don't realise that 
when they drink and have a bit of a 
headache or a hangover, they think 
it was because it was a cheap wine, 
but it is more to do with the preser¬ 
vatives and added sugar used in the 
production. 

• YOU are not just a wine shop 
though are you? 

No and I try to stock as much local 
produce as possible. Nearly all the 
beers are from Somerset and the 
ciders are all local as well as Somer¬ 
set Cider Brandy. 

After 17 years I have got to know 
what people like and what they 
don't want is new world wines and 
chemicals. 

• WHAT do you like to cook? 

I like classic French cuisine and I 
enjoy experimenting. I'm cooking 
with the children at Hambridge 
School. We started five-weeks-ago 
with the years sixes and hope as 
more parents get involved we can 
expand it to the other years. 

It worries me when you put a pile of 
vegetables on the table and ask the 
children what they are and they 
don't know. 

• WHICH well-known people 
would you like at your dining 
table? 

I would like to meet Gordon Ramsey 
and Jamie Oliver for their food ex¬ 
pertise and Hugh Johnson and Oz 
Clarke for wine. I think getting them 
all round a dinner table would be an 
absolute ball. 


• HAVE you travelled in pursuit 
of your passion? 

Yes until recently I made about four 
trips a year to vineyards and next 
year I am hoping to goto Chile.The 
whole country is organic but they 
cannot afford the labelling to say so. 
The unique climate means they pro¬ 
duce a consistent standard through¬ 
out the country, rather than being 
regional. I want to go to a country 
which is little known but produces 
quality over quantity. 

• WHAT would you like to have 
on your desert island? 

A glass which was never empty and 
a big cinema screen sized TV with a 
supply of Pink Panther films. Also 
books, I couldn't be without my 
books, Wilbur Smith and some cook 
books about living off the land. 

• HOW do you relax in your spare 
time? 

I play five a side football every 
Thursday evening with a group of 
like-minded older people at Crewk¬ 
erne Sports Centre at Wadham, it is 
a great source of exercise. 

• CAN you give an example of a 
good easy meal? 

My wife is vegetarian and the kids 
were brought up vegetarian until 
they were old enough to choose 
whether they wanted to eat meat or 
not. Now they do eat meat and a 
family favourite is pasta and meat- 
balls. 

• DO you have any unfulfilled 
ambitions? 

Yes, I would love to take a year off 
and go to Egypt and do archaeology 
with the whole family.

How to carve a pumpkin : 

1. Select a fresh pumpkin in a shape that pleases you. Some people prefer 
their pumpkins low and round, while others like them tall and oval¬ 
shaped. 

2. Draw a circle or hexagon on top of the pumpkin in preparation for mak¬ 
ing an opening large enough for your hand to reach through. 

3. Cut through the stem end of the pumpkin along your outline with a 
sharp knife or pumpkin-carving tool. Use a back-and-forth slicing motion 
to cut through the thick, tough skin. 

4. Remove the stem end, which will act as a cap, making sure you scrape 
off any seeds or pulp. 

5. Use a large spoon to scoop out the seeds and pulp from inside the 
pumpkin. Hold the spoon by its bowl to get extra leverage while scoop¬ 
ing. 

6. Draw a pattern for the face on the clean pumpkin with a felt-tip pen, or 
scribe the lines into the skin using a pencil. Be sure to make the eyes, nose 
and mouth large enough; you’ll have a hard time cutting out tiny features 
when you're using a big knife blade to saw through tough skin. 

7 Follow your pattern as you cut all the way through the pumpkin. 

8. Push the cut-out features gently from the inside of the pumpkin and 
discard the pieces. 

9. Place a candle inside the pumpkin to create an eerie glow.

Chard's 300 points in four games 


WHATEVER has happened to the Somerset Premier 
League? Over recent years I have been emphasising the 
fact that it is one of the most competitive divisions 
about, with most of its clubs capable of turning over the 
others on any given day.

Referees' need for consistency 


YEOVILTown will feel aggrieved at not earning a point from 
their encounter with Sheffield Wednesday on Saturday, and 
with a little more luck they might well have. 

However they didn't have a player of Jermaine Johnson's 
calibre in their side that turned the game the Owls'way on 
71 minutes. Having been dogged by a hamstring injury he 
picked up in January, the Jamaican international had a 
stop-start end to last season, and this was his first taste of 
action in this campaign. 

In the previous ten minutes he had been on the field, he 
showed a quality seldom seen at League One level. Despite 
the best attentions of Craig Allcock and Paul Huntingdon - 
neither slouches themselves - his speed and ball control 
was dazzling, and the the way he took his goal showed a 
lot of class. 

He turned inside two defenders before unleashing a de¬ 
licious right foot curler from 25 yards just beyond the fin¬ 
gertips of Stephen Henderson and inside the far post. 

A late penalty when Luke Ayling tripped Jon Otsemobor 
rubbed salt into the wound especially as a late assault on 
the visitors'goal saw the ball scrambled off the line three 
times in one incident before OwainTudor-Jones struck the 
angle of the goal frame in added time where Owls keeper 
Nicky Weaver ripped the net from the post in trying to get 
to the ball, resulting in a delay for running repairs.

I have been critical ofTerry Skiverton and his team's per¬ 
formances earlier in the season, but they have recently 
picked up two good away wins as well as putting in good 
home displays against Southampton and Sheffield 
Wednesday. In both games refereeing decisions could 
have affected the result. 

There has been debate in the national media for a few 
years about the need for consistency among referees, en¬ 
suring that they interpret the rules and award decisions in 
a manner that every footballer can rely upon regardless of 
the individual. 

That has yet to be perfected, and on a weekly basis you 
see contradiction in the decisions between the men in 
black. 


However I don't see how that can be achieved until they 
eradicate individual inconsistentencies. 

This is more prevalent the lower down the pyramid you 
go, and Saturday's referee Graham Scott who has been on 
the National List since 2008, is a typical example of such in¬ 
consistency. 

I have great sympathy with the official when the crowd 
are baying for his blood after he misses what they see as a 
blatant offence, as sometimes they are shielded from the 
play and unable to see. However having watched Mr Scott 
closely on Saturday, I can see why so many players get frus¬ 
trated to the point they get booked for being too vocal in 
their disgust at the decision, or often non-decision, or take 
retribution. 

Despite having a clear view of incidents on several occa¬ 
sions he failed to be consistent; one moment penalising 
what appeared to be an innocuous situation, and then later 
ignoring a more serious version. 

Even with the help of his assistant who was much nearer 
than he was, he failed to see a clear stamping by Owls skip¬ 
per Darren Purse on Gavin Williams, which with around a 
quarter of the match still left may have had a different out¬ 
come on the game. 

It may not have been significant in the end, but consis¬ 
tency from the officials would help reduce some of the ag¬ 
gravation on the pitch.
